After thirty-one months of warfare, 
the people of China still have courage 
and humor, Rcy Scott, newspaper: 
correspondent and cameraman,, ..told 
the capacity audience that attended tlie 
annual public lecture sponsore'd by the 
Antioch Woman's club Monday crve- 
ning in the high sdhool auditorium. 

Technicolor pictures of scenes in the 
interior of China, where life and com- 
merce disrupted by warfare with 
Japan are being re-organized, held the 
absorbed attention of the audience. 

Japan's greatest obstacle to con- 
quering China is the several hundred 
million pciople living in China, as 
against the far smallcd population of 
Japan, said Scott. 

"Figuring that China is about one- 
third larger than the United States, 
and assuming that the scacoast were 
about where New York is, Japan 
would have 'conquered' the territory 
about as far as the Mississippi," he 
observed.

"If every family would devote ihe 
conversation at one single dinner hour 
to a discussion of the coming Census 
of Population, it would bo a great con- 
venience to the family, and an aid to 
the community and to the Govern- 
ment," Mr. F. M. Hamlin, District 
Supervisor of the Census for this dis- 
trict, told the News this week. 

"The Census man is coming to- 
every home early in April," said Mr.. 
Hamlin. "And some member of each 
family should be designated by the- 
family to act as spokesman when the 
census laker comes, and give all tlie- 
information rcquirctl about every 
household occupant, even including 
roomers and hired help who live in the 
household." According to Mr. Ham- 
lin, these arc the facts that the Census 
man will call for about every houses 
hold: 

House number and street. 

Home owned, or rented; home value, 
if owed; montlily rental, if rented. 

Live on farm? (Yes or No). 
Name of every person in liousehold 
and relationship to head of family; sex, 
color or race; age last birthday; single, 
niarric<t, widowed, or divorced. 

WhetliLT attended school or college 
since .March 1, IWU; highest grade 
completed. 

State or country of birth. 
Citizenship of any foreign-born. 
Where did each person live five 
years ago, that is on .April 1, 1935? 
(This is to get a study of internal mi- 
gration). 

To get complete facts of employ- 
ment and unemployment, eacti person 
14 must say whether at work for pay 
or profit in private industry during 
W'£ekJklarch.24i30._ II, not working for , 
private industry, or non-emergency 
government work, or regular govern- 
ment work, whether working for 
WP.A, CCC same week. If neither at 
work nor assigned to public emer- 
gency work, each person must say 
whether or not he is seeking work; if 
not seeking work, whether ho has a 
job or business from which tic is tem- 
porarily away. 

Each person not at work or not 
seeking work must say whether en- 
gaged in home housework, in school, 
unable to work or "other." 

All persons employed by private in- 
dustry or on regular government work 
are required to give ttie number of 
hours worked the week of M:ircli 24- 
30, and those .seeking work and those 
assigned to public tiiicrgency work 
iiiu>l state tlie duration of their un- 
euiidoviuent in weeks up to Marcti 30, 
1940. ' 

Every person at work, cither private 
or emergency, must give present occu- 
pation, industry and class of work. 
'I'iiose wiliuHit work but seeking work 
nnist report on whether they have had 
prt-viotis work experience tasting one 
month or more and give tlu-ir last oc- 
cupation, industry and class or worker. 
If tliey have not had previous work 
experience and are seeking work they 
will be listed as "new workers." 

Information sought on "occupation"' 
above must include exact nature of 
duties performed, such as trade, pro- 
fession or particular kind of work 
done. Under "industry" above," re- 
port kind of factory, store or other 
business in which duties are performed. 
Under "class of worker" above, re- 
port whettier a wage or salary worker 
in private work; a wage or salary 
worker in government work (including 
WPA, CCC, NYA); an employer 
working on own account, or an unpaid 
family worker.

GETnSEMANE: TRIUMPH 
TUROUGH SURRENDER 

LESSON TEXT— Malthcw 25:30-40. 
G0U3EN TEXT— Not ai I will, but QS 
thou wilt.— Matthew Zfl:39,

Surrender brings victory. 

The world would say that our 
statement is not true; surrender is 
the mark of defeat. It is the Hnal 
chapter in a story of struggle 
against impossible circumstances, 
against a stronger power, and final- 
ly of giving up to accept the bitter 
sorrow of subjection and sometimes 
destruction. But again we soy, the 
way of strength is through surren- 
der, for we speak of the spiritual 
realm and of our relationship to 
God, Here Uiere is no victory until 
there is surrender. In fact, the 
measure of victory is the degree of 
surrender. Full submission to 
Christ means complete triumph for 
the Christian. The Lord Jesus docs 
not osk His disciples to walk a way 
which He has not trod Himself. He 
went the way of full surrender to 
the will of God in the garden of 
Gethscmanc. We observe five 
things about this way of "triumph 
through surrender." It was 

I. A Way of Sorrow (vv. 37, 38). 
He was exceedingly sorrowful 

unto death. It was not an easy thing 
that the Saviour did as He fulfilled 
the will of God the Father in the 
garden, Wc know that no man ever 
sorrowed as He did on that day, for 
only He bore the sins of the world. 
There is, however, a lesson here 
for us who are His disciples. If 
this is the road the Master trod, 
/ should not His servants tread it still? 
The way of vlctrw for us is through 
surrender, 

II. A Way of Sclf-Dcnlal <vv. 30, 
42. 44). 

Self-denial docs not consist in de- 
priving one's self of .';umo little chcr- ! K, 
ishcd lu.Kury. It means the denial ' * 
of self, namely, that self-will is 
put aside and God's will is supreme. I 

It was no "easy thing for Jesus 
to carry out the Father's will and 
to go to the cross. He was sub- 
missive to tliat will; yet in this hour 
of anguish in the garden, when the 
unspeakable hoiTor of what lay 
ahead almost overwhelmed His soul, 
it means much to say, 'Not as I 
will but as thou wilt* " (Dr. B, L. 
Olmstcod). It may be a hard thing 
to do, but by His grace wc too 
may say, "Thy will bo done." 

III. A Way of Loneliness (vv. 30. 
37, 40. 41, 43). 

There were three disciples with 
Him as He entered the garden, and 
their very presence reminds us how 
very much alone Jesus oclually was. 
There were twelve with Him in the 
upper room, but one went out into 
the darkness to betray Him. Eleven 
came with Him to the gate of the 
garden, but only three came into 
the garden with Him. Even they 
could not go all the way with Him. 
He prayed and agonized alone, and 
the throe who were near at hand 
failed Him and slept through the 
dark hour when He most needed 
their fellowship in sympatliy and 
prayer. 

Alone? If the Master had to walk 
the way of surrender alone, let no 
Christian expect that it will be 
otherwise for him. Let us thank 
God for every blessing of true fel- 
lowship, but let us not be surprised 
if we are often colled to walk alone 
—with God. 
rV. A Way of Betrayal (vVy45, 40). 
"He is at hand who doth betray 
me" "into the hands of sinners." 
One feels that the cup of the Master 
is already overfull without adding 
betrayal by one of His own, but 
there It is, a dark and tragic reality. 
Note with what peace and assurance 
Jesus goes to meet it. The victory 
has olrcady been won in prayer, 
in communion with the Father, and 
in submission to His will. 

No one of us will ever know such 
a betrayal as that of our Lord, but 
we do face similar crises as wo go 
on in a life of devotion to God's 
• will. We do well to remember the 
experience of Christ that we be not 
overwhelmed by the treachery of 
men and that we prepare ourselves 
to meet it with the power and grace 
of our God. 
, V. A Way of Divine Fellowship 
and Blessing (vv. 39, 42). 

The way of surrender is a glorious 
and delightful way to go. But. 
some one may ask, have we not 
been talking of sorrow, self-denial, 
loneliness and betrayal? Yes. but 
even these things may become the 
means of blessing if God is in thorn. 
Though no man stood by our Lord 
In His experience in Gethsemane, 
the Father was there. Jesus talked 
with Him, prayed to Him, trusted 
Him, yielded fully to His will, and 
the result was peace and blessing. 
Wc read in Luke 22:43 that an angel 
also came and strengthened Him.

U.S. and the Wars: After Six Months 

Six months had passed since Germany invaded Poland, since Prcsi' 
dent Roosevelt sumvtoned congress to safeguard V. S, neutrality. 
Good intentions notwithstanding, the t/. S. found itself deeply con- 
cerned with Europe's wars — politically^ financially^ economically^ 
socially. Items in a ivceli's neivs: 



Apiculture 

During senate hearings on the 
reciprocal trade act, Secretary of 
Agriculture Henry Wallace hinted 
the U. S. may seek means to help 
the farmer, whose exports have 
been reduced since the war start- 
ed. Main reason for woe: Allies 
claim they need all their foreign 
exchange to buy munitions. One 
possible remedy is an excise tax 
on munitions exports which might 
be paid to farmers. 

Trade 

U. S. exports exceeded imports 
in January by $126,589,000, the larg- 
est margin in recent years. One 
unhappy trend: Gold and silver 
holdings of the U. S. piled higher 
and higher as foreign nations used 
this method to pay for tlieir pur- 
chases. 

Industry 

Latest item in the $1,000,000,000 
worth of allied war purchases in 
the U. S. was a S20.000.000 contract 
placed with Douglas Aircraft com- 
pany for construction of bombers 
for Great Britain. 



Civilians 

A California youth, stopped at 
Rockford, III., admitted he and 20 
other Americans had been recruit- 
ed by one Col. Charles Sweeney 
(believed an American soldier of 
fortune) and ordered to report in 
Toronto for aviation training. The 
FBI went to work. 

Maritime 

The U. S. had two British block- 
ade problems: (1) Britain sought 
Canadian co-operation in establish- 
ing a contraband control system 
in the Pacific to stop U. S. rubber 
and tin from reaching Siberian 
Russia, from whence it may be 
going to Germany; (2) Pan-Amer- 
ican clippers, avoiding British 
mail seizures at Bermuda, decided 
to fly direct from the U. S. to the 
Azores and Lisbon. 

Confess 

Ironed out were senate-house dif- 
ferences in the measure to raise 
the Export-Import bank's lending 
power by SIOO.OOO.OOO, tlius provid- 
ing S2O,0OO,00O for non-military 
purchases by Finland.
